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‘Transplant gave 

me the gift of life’ 


INSTEAD of making wild resolutions 
for 2014, one inspirational young 
woman is going to enjoy the simple 
things in life. 

Bernice Perry 22, suffers from cystic 
fibrosis and was given only a year to 
live - 18 months ago. 

Depsite all the odds, she received the 
best Christmas present she could have 
hoped for - a double lung transplant. 

Bernice, of Meadowsweet Close, 
Haverhill, has been recovering at 
home and was able to spend the fes¬ 
tive season with her family. 

She said: “You don’t really believe it’s 
happening until you are actually on 
the operating table - I didn’t really 
have a lot of time to think. 

“It’s lovely to be home 
and be able to do stuff for 
myself.” 

Bernice, who lives with 
grandparents David, 63, 
and Lesley, 70, had been 
on the transplant list for 
15 months when she 
received a call at 3.30am 
to say there was a match. 

Around three hours 
later, she was on her way 
to surgery. 

Before her transplant, Bernice, who 
has three brothers and a sister, was in 
a wheelchair and connected to an 
oxygen supply. 

She was also in and out of hospital. 

Now, she is completing every day 
tasks, including running up the stairs, 
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vacuuming and helping out around 
the house. 

“The best thing is being with my 
family,” Bernice said. 

“I can do stuff with my brothers and 
sisters and take them out and be an 
actual sister to them.” 

The 22-year-old has also appeared in 
a campaign to encourage people to 
join the organ donor register. 

The campaign, organised by 
Papworth Hospital, where she was 
treated, and ITV, was aired around 
Valentine’s Day last year, and about 
147,000 joined up. 

Mr Steven Tsui, Clinical 
Director of Transplant 
Services, Consultant 
Surgeon, Papworth 
Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: “I am speak¬ 
ing on behalf of our 
transplant team when I 
say we are so pleased that 
Bernice has received a bilat¬ 
eral lung transplant. 

“This is a perfect example of 
how people can give the gift of life by 
joining the organ donor register and 
discussing their wishes with their 
families.” 

Bernice said: “It was a good feeling to 
be part of something like that and be 
able to help.”

PERMISSION is being sought to demolish 
some of Haverhill’s most historical 
buildings. 

The Chauntry Mill site, owned by 
Gurteen & Sons, is made up of Grade II 
listed buildings - so work can only go 
ahead if English Heritage give approval.

Campaign steps up 
to stop ‘lazy’ parking

A PCSO has pledged not to give 
up on tackling illegal parking 
at primary schools. 

In December, drivers were 
warned they were at risk of 
receiving a £100 fine with an 
endorsement of three points on 
their licence if they continued 
to park on drop kerbs, zig zags 
and a pedestrian crossing on 
School Lane. 

The parking has continued 
into the New Year, with motor¬ 
ists running over the traffic 
cones set out by mum-of-three 
Melanie Turnbull. 

Now, PCSO Kayla Packman is 
campaigning for double yellow 
lines to be painted on the road, 
and for railings to be put along 
the length of the street. 

She said: “It’s an ongoing bat¬ 
tle - people will park there and 
say it’s only for five seconds but 
they are missing the point. 

“It doesn’t matter how much 
you try and educate parents; 
they are lazy. At some point 
someone is going to get hurt 
and who is going to be respon¬ 
sible for that?” 

Melanie, of Atterton Road, 
decided to buy cones and block 
off the areas most affected by 
bad parking. 

She sets them out at drop-off 
and pick-up times, with the 
help of other parents. 

From day one, the cones were 
ignored, driven into and 
knocked over, she says. 

She says parents should be 
parking in the spaces available 
near to Burton End and St Felix 
primary schools and at 
Haverhill’s Rugby Club at the 
top of the road. Instead, they 
are pulling in wherever they 
can on School Lane, as close to 
the schools as possible. 



Melanie, who has two chil¬ 
dren at Burton End, said: “We 
ah have jobs and children and 
homes to run, we are not doing 
this because we are bored and 
want to inconvenience people 
or make the road look pretty. 

“We do it because we are in 
genuine fear of a serious acci¬ 
dent on School Lane because of 
the poor decisions made by 
some parents on the school 
run.” 

On the first day of term, 
Melanie and her son Callum, 9, 
were on School Lane at 7.50am 
waiting to set out the cones. 

On three separate occasions 
cars failed to stop to let them 
over the crossing, she said. 

PCSO Packman says she has 
been in contact with the 
Highways department at 
Suffolk County Council and is 
continuing to push for meas¬ 
ures to be implemented. 

She was told that railings 
were unlikely to help with the 
parking. 

PCSO Packman said: “We are 


trying to protect their children. 

“It’s got nothing to do with me 
being this bolshy person telling 
people where they can’t park.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk County 
Council said: “We fully appreci¬ 
ate that for many busy parents, it 
is most convenient to be able to 
drop their children right outside 
the school gates. 

“But this often comes with con¬ 
sequences in terms of traffic con¬ 
gestion and road safety for chil¬ 
dren. It’s important for parents to

understand the implications of 
the way they choose to get their 
children to and from school. 

“Our highways team is working 
to arrange a meeting with the 
police and the school to look at 
the issue of parking on School 
Lane.” 

If caught parked on a crossing, 
drivers face a fine and points 
endorsement on their licence.

The email states that Mr and Mrs Bayford, the 
second largest Euromillions winners, want to 
give the recipient money. 

Suffolk County Council is urging residents not 
to respond to any communication to do with the 
lottery and has issued advice to help look out 
for tell-tale signs. These include bad grammar, 


requests to disclose bank details, or being 
asked to keep your win a secret. 

Email users are also warned to be suspicious 
of reply email address with the domain @ 
hotmail.com, @yahoo.com or numbers 
beginning with 07 - these are all free to set up. 

A spokesman for Suffolk County Council said: 
“We encourage all who receive or see anything 
they feel could be scam-related to contact 
Trading Standards on 08454 040506, so that 
they are able to investigate the report and 
advise on how best to handle the situation.”

THE UK Independence Party 
boosted its power base in 
Haverhill after winning a 
landslide victory in the by- 
elections last Thursday. 

The party landed a double 
victory by securing seats on St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Haverhill Town 
Council by an overwhelming 
majority. Both seats were pre¬ 
viously held by the former 
town mayor Les Ager, who 
died last year. 

Suffolk county councillor 
Tony Brown scooped the bor¬ 
ough seat for Haverhill East 
with a majority of 54 per cent, 
more than double that of his 
Labour challenger, former 
Haverhill mayor Pat Hanlon. 

There was also a win for 
market stall fruit and vegeta¬ 
ble seller Paul Firman, who 
won the Haverhill East seat on 
the town council with 64 per 
cent of the vote, triple that of 
the Labour candidate Liz 
Smith. 

Speaking to the News , Mr 
Brown said: “It was a surprise. 
I was hoping to win, but was 
surprised by such a huge 
majority. 


strengthen grip on

“The other candidates 
fought hard, but I think peo¬ 
ple in Haverhill are just tired 
of always feeling second best 
to Bury St Edmunds. 

“Vision 2031 focuses entirely 
on housing, with no regard for 
the town’s infrastructure. 

“People are having to wait 
weeks for doctors’ appoint¬ 
ments and there are no buses 
to take people to hospital for 
appointments. 

“I want to make sure 
Haverhill’s voice is heard at 
the borough council.” 

Cllr Brown also beat town 
councillor David Roach, who 
came out with 16 per cent of 
the vote (down 31.9 per cent) 
for the Tories and the Liberal 
Democrats’ Ken Roach, who 
achieved 5.5 per cent (down 
9.4 per cent). 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader of 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, said: “I congratulate 
and welcome Mr Brown and 
look forward to working with 
him in local government.” 

He added that he was not 
worried about UKIP harming 
the council’s Conservative 
majority. 

“I think the important thing 
is that we have the best possi¬ 


ble councillors to continue 
the good work and achieve¬ 
ments of St Edmundsbury 
Council, and we will continue 
this work regardless of differ¬ 
ent personal or political inter¬ 
ests.” 

Cllr Paul Firman, who took 
the town council seat, recent¬ 
ly switched from Conservative 
to UKIP in a bid to “get things 
done in the town”. 

Mr Firman said: “I have lived 
in this town for 50 years or 
more, and everyone talks and 
moans about getting things 
done. 

“I thought I would do some¬ 
thing about it - I’m trying to 
make a bit of a difference to 
the town.” 


Will Austin, town clerk, said: 
“Congratulations to Paul 
Firman on his election as a 
town councillor. 

“We look forward to welcom¬ 
ing him at our next Full 


Council meeting on January 
28. Paul is already a good 
friend of the Town Council 
and I very much hope this will 
help ease him into the role of a 
councillor.”

New look for 
churchyard

HISTORIC pictures are form¬ 
ing part of a new look for a 
much-loved church. 

St Mary’s, in Mill Lane, 
Haverhill, will have its 
churchyard revitalised in a 
joint effort by Haverhill in 
Bloom, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and prima¬ 
ry school pupils. 

New lamps, surrounding 
fencing and printed artworks 
are hopefully going to be 
erected on the site, if plan¬ 
ning permission is granted. 

Haverhill in Bloom also 
plans to redecorate the 
grounds with various plants 
and shrubs. 

The recess windows along 
the back wall of the yard, 
which are part of the Gurteen 
buildings, will house picture 
boards to brighten up the 
view. 

There will be an estimated 
24 images, each depicting an 
old photograph of Haverhill

The new additions will be 


designed by primary school 
children. 

Haverhill Town Council 
offered support to the appli¬ 
cation at their committee 
meeting on January 7. 

Will Austin, town clerk, 
said: “We are keen to see the 
work progress to make 
improvements to this much¬ 
loved green area of the town 
centre.” 

The council’s only com¬ 
ments were that the design of 
the lamps should be “sympa¬ 
thetic” to the location, and 
that they should be low ener¬ 
gy- 

Christopher Gurteen, owner 
of the facing buildings, has 
also wished the team luck in 
their project, after granting 
his permission for the picture 
boards to be inserted. 

The application is currently 
awaiting decision.

Road checks fight burglaries 


MORE than 100 vehicles have 
been stopped in a bid to 
clamp down on burglaries in 
rural areas. 

The St Edmundsbury Rural 
South Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) has so far carried 
out four road checks as part of 
an operation targeting recent 
break-ins. 

Two checks have taken 
place in Thurlow, and two 
have taken place in Clare. 

The checks have been tak¬ 


ing place at night, as the bur¬ 
glaries have been happening 
in the early hours of the 
morning. 

Sgt Gary Miller, SNT ser¬ 
geant, reported that 120 
motorists have been stopped 
on the road. 

He said: “We have a number 
of officers setting up on dif¬ 
ferent roads, stopping vehi¬ 
cles, establishing who the 
drivers are and asking where 
they have been.” 


Despite no action being 
taken through this operation 
yet, Sgt Miller said that resi¬ 
dents have been very respon¬ 
sive so far. 

He said: “The public seem 
very accepting of the method 
that we are using, even when 
we stop them for a brief peri¬ 
od of time they are support¬ 
ive. We want to reduce the 
number of burglaries and 
thefts in the Rural South 
area.”

Tackling the county’s obesity 


COMMUNITY projects could 
receive a cash donation - if they 
apply before the end of the finan¬ 
cial year. 

Almost 30 projects have benefit- 
ted from more than £130,000 given 
out by Havebury Housing 
Partnership, based in Haverhill. 

The provider’s Neighbourhood 
Investment Panel is into its third 
year - and there is almost £70,000 
still waiting to be given out. 

The panel is made up of tenants 
and independent representatives 
who review applications from local 
groups and organisations. 

To date, Havebury’s grants have 
helped secure more than £388,450 
in match funding for the projects. 

Karen Mayhew, chief executive of 
Havebury, said: “Havebury is com¬ 
mitted to improving our commu¬ 
nities and supporting those local 
groups that are integral to the lives 
of our tenants.

Shops caught 
selling alcohol 
to under 18 s 


TWO shops in Haverhill sold 
alcohol to underage teenag¬ 
ers in a recent test carried 
out by the police and Trading 
Standards. 

The operation, which was 
carried out on lanuary 10 by 
the Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT), caught out two 
off-licences who failed to 
identify that buyers were 
under 18. 

The off-licences, which can¬ 
not be named, could be issued 
with a £90 fixed penalty 
notice. 

If the sales continue, they 
could face court action, thou¬ 
sands of pounds in fines or 
have their licence revoked. 

Test purchasing was last 
carried out in Haverhill in 
December last year. 

Then, three premises were 
caught. 

Sgt Gary Miller, SNT ser¬ 
geant, said that these places 
all passed the test this time 
around.

He said: “In December, 
three places failed. The pur¬ 
pose of the operation was to 
visit these premises. 

“All three passed, but there 
were two that failed and sold 
alcohol to under 18s.” 

Action will be taken against 
the individual who conducted 
the sale, and the premises 
itself will be looked at to see if 
the person’s training was ade¬ 
quate. 

Sgt Miller, who took over the 
role of SNT sergeant in 
November last year, said: 
“Our main objective is ensur¬ 
ing that underage alcohol 
sales don’t go ahead as it has 
wider implications for anti¬ 
social behaviour and health 
implications for young peo¬ 
ple. 

“We will take positive action 
to ensure this isn’t the case.” 

“Concerning” figures 


revealed by Suffolk County 
Council told that 40 per cent 
of premises visited across the 
county have failed test pur¬ 
chases. 

Since April 2013, a campaign 
has been going on across 
Suffolk to target businesses 
who don’t follow the law and 
sell age restricted products to 
youngsters. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabinet 
member for public protection 
at Suffolk County Council, 
said the figures show that the 
campaign is working by tar¬ 
geting the right places. 

If anyone has information 
about premises selling alco¬ 
hol to under 18s then they can 
call the Citizens Advice 
Consumer Service anony¬

email trading.standards*® 
suffolk.gov.uk to report inci¬ 
dents.

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Diagnosed with a rare brain tumour during her final 
year of university, Cambridge graduate Mairead 
Kelly faced a long and harrowing battle back to 
health. Now on the road to recovery, the 25-year-old 
has been inspired to follow her childhood dream 
- to become a professional mermaid. She talks to 
Lydia Fallon. 


L IKE many before her, 
as a little girl Mairead 
Kelly dreamed of one 
day becoming a mermaid. 
Always happiest in the water, 
she would sit transfixed in 
front of her favourite Disney 
film, imagining she was the 
magical creature swimming 
through azure blue oceans 
without a care in the world. 

“I was always the last one 
out of the swimming pool 
when we were on holiday,” 
laughs 25-year-old Mairead 
- who with her long auburn 
locks and twinkly eyes 
certainly looks the part. “I 
used to try and swim like a 
mermaid underwater - it was 
always a childhood dream.” 

Most people leave 
behind their sea creature 
ambitions when they realise 
the complications of the 
pipedream, but not Mairead. 
By day she is a serious auditor 
and by night a professional 
mermaid, one of only a 
handful in the UK. 

“As an auditor people 
don’t really want to see you,” 
Mairead smiles, “so it’s quite 
nice to have the contrast. 
People always want to come 
up and meet you and it just 
makes people happy and 
makes them smile. It’s fun 
being in a position where 
you bring a little magic to 


everyone’s day.” 

Along with her friends 
Frankie Dubery and Demelza 
Hillier, Mairead formed 
the company Merlesque at 
the beginning of last year 
after Demelza discovered 
the mysterious world of 
professional mermaids on the 
internet. 

“She has always loved 
mermaids and was doing 
a bit of research and came 
across the fact that in America 
and Australia people work 
as professional mermaids - 
although usually in nice warm 
climates,” Mairead laughs. 

“Then Frankie - who is a 
performer - started having 
really terrible shin splints and 
it became a little joke between 
them that mermaiding 
would be the ideal kind of 
performance because you 
don’t have to use your legs. 

“They told me about it and 
we are all excitable enough 
people that when the idea 
was put forward, we just went 
for it!” 

Merlesque have been 
making waves ever since. 

“One of the first gigs we did 
was in a bath tub with loads of 
glitter. A group of mermaids 
just singing to themselves and 
everyone just went crazy for 
it,” laughs Mairead. 

The trio now travel all 



over the country to perform 
as mermaids at parties 
and events, and have even 
received interest from as far 
afield as Australia and Ibiza. 

Dazzling crowds both on 
land and in water, Mairead, 
Frankie and Demelza - or 
Ondine, Lorelei and Melusine 
if they’re in mermaid mode 
- train extensively to perfect 
their underwater breathing, 
with Frankie even braving 
the odd freezing lake. They 


perform in super-glamorous 
handmade costumes 
complete with fins and scales, 
and even have one silicon 
fish tail which is worth a 
whopping £3,000. 

So what has been the 
general reaction to Mairead’s 
rather unusual hobby? “We 
held off telling family and 
friends at first until we had 
the photos done because 
I guess it is such a visual 
thing,” explains Mairead, who 


lives in Cambridge. 

“But I was home over 
Christmas and everyone was 
really excited about it and 
generally people do seem 
to think it’s fun, although 
I think my boyfriend does 
sometimes wish there weren’t 
as many mermaid tails 
around the house!” 

Naturally the girls have 
been causing quite a stir 
in Cambridge’s public 
swimming pools too. “It’s 


always quite funny because it 
is so unexpected for the other 
swimmers to see a mermaid 
swimming around. Frankie 
got a new tail and she took 
it to a local pool to try it out 
for the first time. There was a 
family who waited ages while 
she was getting dressed into 
this tail just so they could see 
her swim in it! 

“Occasionally people are 
like ‘Why? What purpose 
does it serve?’ But we love it,” 
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Mairead smiles. 

It has also proved a rather 
welcome distraction for 
Mairead who was diagnosed 
with an incredibly rare 
brain tumour known as 
thyrotropinoma whilst in her 
final year studying Anglo- 
Saxon, Norse and Celtic at 
Cambridge University. 

“We had our first ever 
photo shoot just two days 
before my second brain 
surgery which is kind of 
crazy,” she says matter-of- 
factly. “But then it was nice 
in a way because it meant I 
wasn’t just looking at January 
thinking ‘Oh God, I’m going 
to have another surgery’, 

I had something else to 
distract me.” 

Mairead first started 
noticing symptoms when 
she was just 16, and they 
continued throughout her 
time at university. “Right at 
the end of school my hair 
started falling out a little bit 
and then for a number of 
years I was always picking 
up colds and constantly 
becoming unwell. I had a run 
of minor illnesses, just one 
after another and it had a 
major effect on my life.” 

The symptoms then 
escalated in January 2010. 

“I woke up and my heart 
was just going really, really 
fast. I thought I’d leave it 
to see what happened but 
it wouldn’t slow down and 
I ended up being taken 
straight to hospital.” 

Young, fit and healthy, 
Mairead just couldn’t work 
out why her body was acting 
the way it was, and doctors 
struggled to diagnose her too. 
“It took about a year before 
I was diagnosed because it 


was basically a process of 
ruling out stuff. At first I was 
referred to a cardiologist 
but they decided it wasn’t 
a heart thing, and it wasn’t 
until the December that they 
eventually worked out what 
it was.” 

Having been kept in the 
dark for so long, in the end 
relief rather than fear was 
the overriding emotion when 
doctors told Mairead about 
the tumour. “I spent so long 
not having a clue what was 
going on and not knowing if 
it could be treated, so when 
I had the diagnosis it was 
actually a massive relief,” 
says Mairead. “Also knowing 
it wasn’t all going on in my 
head, it was literally great to 
be able to finally put a name 
to it.” 

Mairead was put on a 
course of medication and 
had surgery to remove it 
in 2011. Although initially 
things looked like they were 
finally on the up, the 25-year- 
old was dealt yet another 
blow when her symptoms 
returned and she had to 
undergo a second operation 
in January last year. 

Did she ever let herself 
think ‘Why me?’ “I think 
everyone thinks that at some 
point, but then you also have 
to think ‘Why not me?’ It’s not 
like I have done something 
amazingly deserving which 
means it shouldn’t have been 
me,” Mairead says. “Also I 
think if you’re thinking why 
me, you’re thinking it should 
be someone else, so you just 
have to get over that stage.” 

Thankfully Mairead’s 
second operation was a 
success, and although it will 
be a few years before she can 


be given the all-clear, she 
says she now feels ‘a million 
times better.’ “It’s quite 
amazing really,” she smiles. 
“I’ve put on so much muscle 
and my hair has started 
growing back, and I can 
actually exercise again now. 
Before I couldn’t really do 
any exercise at all apart from 
walking, so it’s nice to finally 
be able to. I think the more I 
recover in the other direction, 
the more I realise what a big 
effect it had on my life.” 

Mairead admits the 
experience has completely 
changed her outlook on life, 
and her new philosophy of 
seizing the day was one of 
the reasons she was inspired 
to set up Merlesque. “I think 
everything that happened 
taught me to just go for stuff 
and stop worrying about 
things so much,” she muses. 
“I definitely bank less on 
having time and ability to do 
everything I want to do, so 
I definitely value getting in 
and doing stuff while I have 
the chance. I try to be more 
spontaneous now and make 
the most of every day. “ 

To meet Mairead today 
- bright, bubbly and 
infectiously upbeat - there’s 
no doubt she’s one inspiring 
lady What advice would she 
give others battling a life- 
threatening condition? “Find 
something else to put your 
energies into. Mermaiding is 
such a positive experience; it 
was a distraction for me and 
really gave me my strength 
back. 

“Obviously there will be 
times when you’re like ‘Oh 
God, why me?’ but you have 
to always try and look on the 
bright side.”

Drink drivers caught 


FOUR people were caught drink 
driving by police every day during 
the festive period. 

Police have described the results 
of the joint Suffolk and Norfolk 
Constabulary campaign in 
December as “disappointing” as 7 
per cent of tests carried out were 
positive. 

In total, 1,980 people were 
stopped and breath-tested, of 
whom 138 were found to be over 
the limit. 

Notably 58 of 415 breath tests that

were carried out following colli¬ 
sions came back as positive, which 
equates to nearly 14 per cent, which 
is from 6.6 per cent in 2012.. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks of 
the joint Norfolk and Suffolk Roads 
Policing and Firearms Operations 
Unit said: “It is disappointing that 7 
per cent of the tests carried out 
were positive. 

“Despite the fact that we high¬ 


light the drink drive campaign and 
the obvious dangers of driving 
under the influence of alcohol, 138 
people still risked their lives and 
the lives of others. 

“Those who drink and drive need 
to realise that their actions can 
have devastating consequences 
and while this particular campaign 
has ended, our commitment to tar¬ 
get drivers affected by drink and 
drugs remains and checks will con¬ 
tinue throughout the year.” 

More than 20 pubs supported the 


campaign by offering free or dis¬ 
counted soft drinks to designated 
drivers. 

Tim Passmore, Police and Crime 
Commissioner for Suffolk, added: 
“I find it really staggering that 
despite the obvious dangers and 
the huge amount of publicity, driv¬ 
ers do not seem to be getting the 
message. 

“Drivers need to understand that 
drink driving risk their lives and 
the lives of others.”

Light up, police 
urge cyclists 


CYCLISTS are being warned 
about the dangers of not 
wearing lights in a poster 
designed by the police. 

At Haverhill’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team meet¬ 
ing in December, the public 
voted cycling safety as one of 
their priorities. 

This came after residents 
reported seeing cyclists with 
no lights and no high visibili¬ 
ty clothing riding on the 
roads. 

A poster, created by PCSO 
Steven Ridpath, is now being 
displayed across the town 
warning of the consequences 
of not following the rules. 

It says that riding without 
lights could land cyclists a 
fixed penalty notice of £50. 

The poster also states that 
the Highway Code says that a 
cyclist must have a white 
front and red rear light fitted 
to their cycle. 

PCSO Ridpath said: “I want¬ 
ed to make it simple and col¬ 
ourful as well as appealing to 
adults and kids alike.” 

PCSO Ridpath is putting the 
posters out at Haverhill’s big 
businesses, and will also dis-

tribute them across the 
town’s industrial estates. 

The SNT team visited 
Halfords in Haverhill, and 
were told that staff were 
unsuccessfully 
trying to con¬ 
vince people to 
buy bike lights. 

In the two 
weeks since 
the posters 
have gone up, 
staff have 

reported an 
improvement 
to PCSO 

Ridpath. 

He said: “We 
are getting details of people 
who are not using lights - if 
we see them a second or third 
time we would need to take 
action because it’s obviously 
not working. 

“We want to organise a day 
or an evening and a have a 
proactive session. It will be 
about trying to educate peo¬ 
ple first.” 


Residents, councillors and 
online voters also chose 
speeding and parking worries 
as an SNT priority for this 
quarter. 

Illegal parking by residents 
and traders in the High Street 
received 26 votes, speeding in 
Duddery Hill, Bergamot 
Road, Chivers Road 
and the bypass 
received 22 

votes. 

Clamping 
down on 

cyclists got 18 
votes. 

For the first 
time, the pub¬ 
lic were encour¬ 
aged to watch a 
live stream of the 
meeting and cast 

their vote online. 

More than a dozen people 
attended the meeting. 

The next SNT meeting will 
be held on March 10 at the 
Arts Centre.

Teacher retires 
in honour of 
his late brother 


A LONG-serving teacher in 
Haverhill has called time 
after 17 years. 

Colin Bailey, who has been 
teaching maths at Haverhill’s 
Castle Manor Academy since 
2011, has decided to take early 
retirement at the age of 55 to 
honour the memory of his 
deceased brother. 

He was described by the 
school as a being a very “pop¬ 
ular” teacher who had kept 
both staff and pupils enter¬ 
tained with his “cheerful dis¬ 
position”. 

Raised in Haverhill, Mr 
Bailey was himself a student 
at Place Farm before moving 
on to Castle Manor. 

He began teaching at 
Parkway Middle School in 
1997 and moved to Castle 
Manor in 2011. 

Mr Bailey said: “I can hon¬ 
estly say that in both schools, 
the students I have had the 
pleasure of teaching have 
been terrific. I have built real¬ 
ly good relationships with 
them and I will miss them 
all.” 

Mr Bailey was described by 
the school as being popular 
amongst the students, both 
in the maths classroom and

also in a variety of after school 
clubs and teams. 

During his time at Castle 
Manor, he helped pupils 
design and create a mathe¬ 
matical-themed re-vamp of 
the children’s play area, Kid 
City and Tot’s Town, along 
with Design and Technology 
teacher Becky Baldwin. 

But, in July last year, he suf¬ 
fered a tragic loss when his 
brother Alan Bailey died after 
a short battle with lung can¬ 
cer, aged just 55. 

Alan, who played for both 
Haverhill Rovers and the 
town’s cricket club left behind 
wife Deb and daughter 
Harriet, as well as his brother. 

Mr Bailey, who also played 
for the local cricket team, 
cited a difficult year of losing 
his beloved brother as a moti¬ 
vating factor for choosing a 
new career path. 

He said: “Losing my brother 
Alan, also a teacher, made me 
re-think my own career path¬ 
way and how long I wish to 
remain in teaching. 

“Alan always intended to 
retire at 55, but was unfortu¬ 
nately not able to make that 


choice. So I’m making that 
choice, in a way, for him.” 

He added: “It has not been 
an easy decision for me to 
make as I have thoroughly 
enjoyed working in the town I 
grew up in.” 

Mr Bailey said the school 
had stood firmly by him while 
he made the difficult deci¬ 
sion. 

He said: “Castle Manor have 
been very supportive of my 
decision and I am grateful for 
the advice and guidance the 
school has given me in taking 
early retirement. 

“It is a great place to work 
and I will miss all of the staff, 
particularly the Maths team.” 

Vanessa Whitcombe, depu¬ 
ty head of school, reflected on 
Colin’s time in education and 
said he would be very much 
missed by staff and students 
alike. 

She said: “Colin has made 
an impact on thousands of 
children in his time teaching 
in Haverhill. He is held in 
exceptionally high regard by 
all of those young people and 
will be missed. We know that 
he will stay in touch and wish 
him every success in his new 
adventures.”

AS a contemporary visual artist, 
Steve McQueen ploughed his 
own furrow. He collected the 
coveted Turner Prize in 1999 
and in 2006 he responded to 
the war in Iraq by representing 
the portraits of fallen British 
soldiers as a sheet of stamps 
entitled Queen And Country. 

When he made the 
transition to feature-length 
films, McQueen was equally 
uncompromising. His debut 
Hunger recounted the story of 
IRA hunger striker Bobby Sands 
through the eyes of fellow Irish 
Republican prisoners while 
his 2011 follow-up, Shame, 
dealt with the subject of sex 
addiction. 

For his third feature McQueen 
considers the slave trade from 
the perspective of a free black 
man who was kidnapped in 
1841 and suffered 12 years 
of abuse on the plantations 
of Louisiana before he was 
reunited with his loving family. 

Based on the autobiography 
of Solomon Northup and 
adapted for the screen by John 
Ridley, 12 Years A Slave is a 
masterpiece that sears into 
the retina with every artfully 
composed frame. 

Solomon (Chiwetel Ejiofor) 
lives with his wife Anne (Kelsey 
Scott), daughter Margaret 
(Quvenzhane Wallis) and son 
Alonzo (Cameron Zeigler). 



But an encounter with 
two seemingly respectable 
gentlemen - Messrs Brown 
(Scoot McNairy) and Hamilton 
(Taran Killam) - changes 
Solomon's life forever. 

He wakes up in chains and 
learns he has been sold into 
slavery. Theophilus Freeman 
(Paul Giamatti) takes delivery of 
Solomon and ignores pleas for 
leniency. 

Solomon's first master Ford 
(Benedict Cumberbatch) is 
kind but fate delivers him to 
sadistic Edwin Epps (Michael 
Fassbender), who takes a shine 
to one of the slave girls, Patsey 
(Lupita Nyong'o), to the chagrin 
of his unfeeling wife (Sarah 
Paulson). 

Solomon is caught in the 
crossfire, finding a means to 
orchestrate escape with the 
help of an abolitionist called 
Bass (Brad Pitt).

Ejiofor breaks our hearts as an 
honest, decent man who retains 
his humanity in the face of 
unspeakable cruelty.

SHOPPING by mail order is meant to make our lives 
easier, but the reality is often a little different - 
especially, it seems, if you’re a gardener. 

In fact, according to a recent survey carried 
out by Which? Gardening, the Consumers' 
Association magazine, some 38% of customers 
have experienced at least one 
problem with mail order plants. 

The association first 
investigated customers' 
experiences of buying plants 
through mail order back in 
the summer of 2012. While 
around eight in 10 said they 
were happy, 36% of people 
said they had experienced 
problems, the most common 
of which were the quality 
of plants or bulbs provided, 
packages being left on the 
doorstep while customers were 
away and damaged packaging. Others received 
dead or dying plants, specimens that were too 
small or which quickly succumbed to disease and 
some which were rotten on arrival. 

In response to this, the Consumers' Association 
came up with The Which? Gardening Best Practice 
Criteria, a 10-point plan retailers should adopt 
to ensure a better experience for gardeners, with 


points such as giving an accurate description 
of the plant (including its size), flagging up any 
particular growing requirements, adopting strict 
quality control measures before the plants are sent 
out and ensuring packaging is secure enough to 
completely protect the plant in transit. 

So, did the measures work? 

To find out, Which? carried 
out a follow-up survey of 
more than 2,500 people in 
September 2013, and the 2,597 
members who'd bought plants 
by mail order in the previous 
year recalled their latest 
experiences. 

There were mixed results. 
Top-scoring suppliers included 
Blackmoor, Bloms Bulbs, David 
Austin Roses, Crocus and The 
RHS Plant Shop, while at the 
bottom were Bakker, Spalding 
Bulbs and Garden Bargains. 

So clearly some companies have improved their 
service, but others haven't. Either way though, 
whoever you chose to order your plants with, 
you need to know your rights. 

If you receive a plant you think is dead, the 
Sale of Goods Act 1979 says you are entitled to 
a refund, as long as you have notified the retailer 
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of the problem within 'a reasonable time'. What 
is 'reasonable' depends on the circumstances, 
but is typically three to four weeks, or less, from 
when the goods are received. 

If a plant you receive is diseased, you can ask 
for your money back, again within a reasonable 
time, or a replacement. In the first six months, 
the onus is on the seller to prove the plants 
weren't supplied diseased rather than you having 
to prove that they were. 

It makes no difference if the plants were 
damaged before they were sent or in transit, it's 
the seller's responsibility, so you can ask for your 
money back, within that reasonable time, or a 


replacement. Don't let the seller put the onus on 
you to take it up with the courier they used. 

If you've had a problem with a plant you 
ordered and have asked for a refund immediately, 
but the seller has offered you a credit against 
future purchases instead, don't accept this offer 
if you don't want to. Where the contract is 
breached, you are entitled to a refund or, if you 
prefer, a replacement. The seller cannot decide 
you will only get a credit note.

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IF you’ve been looking for a mini- 
SUV recently you may have 
noticed the absence of Ford repre¬ 
sentation in what’s become a rap¬ 
idly growing market sector, writes 
Iain Dooley. The Blue Oval has 
finally fixed this omission with 
the EcoSport, a car boasting 
familiar Ford driving and design 
characteristics plus a trio of 
engines promising to be kind on 
your wallet. 

As befits a market sector focused 
more on urban agility than the 
ability to climb every mountain, 
the EcoSport is front-wheel drive 
only. Up front you’ve the choice of 
Ford’s awarding winning three- 
cylinder, 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol 
motor, a conventional 1.5-litre 
petrol and frugal 1.5-litre, four- 
pot diesel unit. 

Riding more than a little higher 
than a Fiesta, the EcoSport offers 
drivers a commanding view of the 
road. Despite its ’compact’ tag, 
Ford’s mini-SUV’s cabin is sur¬ 
prisingly spacious, and there’s 
enough room for four adults, or 


more importantly a growing fam- 

iiy- 

Bash-proof plastics abound in 
the cabin, which, while coming 
close to that of a Fiesta or Focus, 
are the obvious sign of the 
EcoSport’s low cost roots. Still, 
what you can see and touch is of a

good standard, and the controls 
and displays will be familiar to 
existing Ford owners. 

Also pleasing is Ford’s generosi¬ 
ty when it comes to standard 
equipment. 

Focusing initially on high-grade 
Titanium spec, the EcoSport lacks 
very little in real terms thanks to 


the inclusion of keyless ignition, 
alloy wheels, air-con, decent 
audio and plush upholstery. Open 
your wallet a little wider and you 
can add leather trim, rain sensing 
wipers, cruise control and Ford’s 
feature rich multimedia system 
complete with mobile phone con¬ 
nectivity. 

Showroom appeal is all very 
well, fortunately the EcoSport 
also makes a convincing case on 
the road. While not built for out¬ 
right speed the car boasts a well 
sorted ride and weighty steering, 
which should instil plenty of con¬ 
fidence when on the move. 

Much work has been done by 
Ford’s engineers to tailor the 
EcoSport to the demands of 
European roads and its drivers. 
The bottom line is that a mini- 
SUV drives much like any current 
small Ford, which is a considera¬ 
ble achievement and should be 
enough to give its rivals some¬ 
thing to think about. 

It’s fair to say that, in 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost trim, the car is best suit¬ 


ed to relaxed urban motoring. 
Brisk performance is easily 
achievable but push hard and 
you’ll soon be jealous of the extra 
torque and smoothness of the die¬ 
sel motor. 

The EcoBoost petrol-powered 
car might be quicker in a straight 
line but the diesel’s welcome extra 
slug of torque might be a deal- 
breaker for some. 

The five-speed manual gearshift 
is slick in both cars, while the 
added flexibility of the diesel 
allows you to stretch the 
EcoSport’s legs on long journeys. 
Motorway cruising is a doddle 
plus you’ll need fewer down- 
changes when attacking hilly ter¬ 
rain. 

Other cars might have stolen a 
march in this market sector but 
Ford’s EcoSport can stand tall, 
confident it has the requisite tal¬ 
ents to meet many of its rivals 
head-on. 

It might not have been first to 
market but it’s yet another first- 
rate motor from Ford.

The lengthy stoppage followed in the 
second period, with Chadwick now out of 
hospital having sustained bruising to his 
lower shin and a couple of torn calf 
muscles. He is expected to be ruled out for 
three weeks. 

“I wasn’t happy with the referee’s 
performance and I think both teams felt 
that as well,” said Grainger. “The tackle on 
Chadwick was horrendous, to be honest. It 
was well over the top and everyone saw it, 
bar the referee. 

“It caused some ill feeling; 
which you’d expect, but we 
agreed to play on, unlike 
what some other teams 
have done against us in 
the past. 

“The result was 
irrelevant. The issue was the 
referee had had such a poor 
game and was never in control, but it’s 
over now and it’s done. 

“I thought a draw would have been a fair 
result, but probably Haverhill had the 
better of the second half. We were just 
disappointed with the whole events of the 
day.” 

Rovers boss Dean Greygoose, who felt
